I have walked the hallowed 
hall of Laurentian University for 
three years now, going with the 
flow, just another face in die 
crowd. Fvc read Lambda weekly, 
counting on our paper to keep this 
off -campus student informed 
about events in our academic 
world. 

I*ve followed the SGA 
elections yearly and, like a good 
litde student, always cast my vote. 
I find it ironic that after the two 
week campaign every spring, 
during which I am inundated with 
posters, flyers, promises and 
heated speeches, I neither sec nor 
hear from my elected officials 
again. 

With a new found interest 
in politics, I followed this year*s 
SGA election closely. I learned 
what I could about the candidates 
and their platforms. I listened 
intently to their speeches and got 
more information than I bargained 
for, I decided who I'd vote for 
right then and there and did not 
deviate from my decision. 

The March 1 1 issue of 
Lambda brought into the open a 
*' behind -die-scenes scandal" of 
that election in an article written 
by Chris Jose Barnes. The article 
not only surprised me, (and not for 



the reasons you might expect), but 
it disappointed me as well. The 
major scandal apparently revolves 
around the issue of double voting. 
Am I surprised that this occurred? 
Not a bit. Every year on voting day 
I've heard comments from students 
pertaining to the fact that they 
could, and maybe would, double 
vote. They could because diere are 
several polling stations and each 
one has a master list of SGA 
members. With a little thought, it 
soon becomes obvious that one 
polling station doesn't know what 
the other is doing, so why not vote 
twice? This same reason is valid for 
why they would double: there is 
litde possibility of getting caught 
and they could give their favourite 
candidate a better chance of 
winning. 

What really surprises me is 
that of the 13(X) votes cast in the 
election only three people were 
found to have double voted. I 
would have expected a much 
higher number. 

The article goes on to state 
that our President-elect, Simon 
Chapelle, being one of die diree 
who committed the "horrendous" 
crime of double voting, should 
immediately be disqualified from 
his newly acclaimed position.

In the previous issue of 
Lambda, there appeared an article about 
Simon ChapcUe's controversial dou- 
ble vote. This mauer should be of great 
concern to this University community 
as there willbc an affirmation question 
regarding Mr. Chapelle* s present posi- 
tion of President elect on March 24th 
and 25 ih. The question will ask us 
whether we think Simon Chapelle 
should take the office of President for 
the SGA Board 93-94. 

In making this decision, there 
are some key points which must be 
brought to our attention about Mr. 
Chapelle's credibility as an honest 
leader. The most significani of iJiese 
points is the inconsistency in his claims 
as to why he voted twice. Mr. Chapelle 
originally claimed that his reason for 
voting twice was to show the discrep- 
ancies in the electoral system.

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A Response Letter To Angelo, Marty and Derek 



After reading your letter on 
your obvious misunderstanding of 
feminism, I felt compelled to respond. 
Although I am not an expert on all 
the issues, I do consider myself a 
feminist and have taken this oppor- 
tunity to try to clear up some of your 
misconceptions about what the strug- 
gle for women is. It is not, at least for 
my feminist friends and I, what you 
call male bashing. In fact, it is your 
kind of altitude that makes me angry, 
because it proves that you haven't 
tried to understand the real issues. I 
realize that you are not alone, there 
are many men and women who are 
either under- or mis-educated about 
the feminist struggle. Using your 
examples, I will try to make you 
aware of how I understand them. 

You commented on women's 
studies and women in history. Incor- 
porating women's studies into cur- 
riculum is important because, as you 
stated yourselves, it has so far been 
focused on men. In other words, the 
roles of women in history have been 
left out — not that they didn't par- 
ticipate but that their efforts were 
seen as less important than the men *s. 
Your challenge of naming "ten influ- 
ential and/or famous women without 
looking at a history book" proves 
this; if women had been included in 
the history in the first place, they 
would be present in the book and 
therefore anyone would be able to 
name ten women as easily as they 
can name men. (By the way, The 
Suffragists, Nellie McClung and 
Madame Curie are women that I can 
remember off the top of my head, as 
being a few of the women who have 
been included.) 

You questioned as to "why 
there is a week dedicated to violence 
against women", when, as you 
pointed out, "the murder rate of men 
is twice that of women". Your igno- 
rance on this issue was simply ap- 
palling to me. Violence against 
women is not as simple as comparing 
how many women to how many men 
were murdered. As troubling as I 
find both those statistics, violence 
against women is far more pervasive 
in our society than is violence against 
men. Women are raped, assaulted, 
threatened, intimidated, beaten and

abused in public and in their own 
homes every day. And if they are not 
living the reality of it. they are living 
the in the reality of its presence. A 
man walks down the street at night 
with the fear of having his wallet 
stolen, a woman walks down the 
same street with the hope that all they 
want is her money. This is violence 
against women, and there is a week 
dedicated to it because society tends 
to ignore, as you do, its true ramifica- 
tions. 

You noted that the male of- 
fice workers accepted to work in the 
mines and the female workers 
"screamed discrimination." I do not 
know how accurate you are on this 
point. The way I understood the 
issue was not as women refusing to 
do the work, but as office staff, expe- 
rienced and u^aincd for years in cleri- 
cal work, raising questions about 
being given an ultimatum to do a 
dangerous, skilled job without the 
necessary training. 

And, although I know your 
conclusion "that feminists want to be 
treated equally only when it is ad- 
vantageous to then" is inconrect, there 
are many people/groups today who 
do seem to change the rules to suit 
themselves, be they men or women. 

Which brings me to your list 
of "Top Ten Things To Do If A 
Woman Really Wants To Be Equal". 
These suggestions I find irrelevant 
because as a feminist, they are hugely 
unimportant compared to the real 
issue. 

However, you brought them 
up, so I will clarify: on your point of 
paying for a date — traditionally, 
men paid the date yes, because tradi- 
tionally men had the money. (If 
women weren't working where 
would they get the resources?) How- 
ever, today, widi women working 
(although generally earning less, I 
might add), it is possible for us to 
pay for the date, and many of us 
have. 

You suggested an all-female 
army. May I suggest it has been a 
system of men who have fought to 
keep women out of the army. Al- 
though not in the frontline, many 
women worked in the hospitals be- 
hind the lines and back home making 
ammunition and clothing. Their ef- 
forts must not be seen as unimpor- 
tant. And as recently as the war in 
Kuwait, women served at the front. 
There are many other women cur- 
rently in the Canadian Forces, wait- 
ing to serve in any capacity. 

Going on you listed women 
as opening doors for men, giving up 
bus seats to men, carrying the heavi- 
est grocery bag, getting the car in the 
rain, moving the furniture and wait- 
ing until last to leave a sinking ship. 
These things are really lame, even 
for you. It is my hope that men and 
women who are doing these things

for each 
other, not be- 
cause of our 
sex but out of 
love and re- 
spect for 
each other as 
fellow hu- 
man beings. 
Per- 
sonally as a 
woman, I 
couldn't care 
less whether 
you hold the 
door for me 
or not. But 
as a person, I 
appreciate 
the gesture; 
just as I ap- 
preciate your 
taking the 
heavy bag 
because do- 
ing so might 
be less 
strenuous for 
you.

In conclusion, I would like 
to briefly summarize feminism and 
what it means to me. Feminism is 
not an attack on men. It is however 
an attack on an oppressive system 
run by men, which to this point has 
been considered acceptable. 

Feminists strive to create an 
awareness of the inadequacies and 
inequalities of this system, through 
examples of their own experiences. 
We do this not only for ourselves 
but for everyone — children, mi- 
norities, homosexuals, etc. and men. 
As women, however, we can only 
Uiily comment on our own experi- 
ences within the system based on 
our reality. 

Feminist philosophy also 
holds that you, as men, Hvinginthe 
same oppressive society, have your 
own reality. And several authors 
have written on how the "feminist" 
concepts can be applied to men's 
experience. (See Michael Kaufman 
and Michael Kimmel). Rather that 
reacting so defensively to femi- 
nism, you might take some time lo 
seriously consider its claims. If 
everyone educated themselves into 
the real issues and exactly what 
they mean on a grander scale, rather 
than on an individual, we would get 
closer to making society a better 
place to be — for all.

The SGA President and other 
political hopefuls may accuse me for 
undermining the credibility of the 
SGA. But they in fact have already 
missed the point. The point is that 
only 3 out of 10 students voted; sug- 
gesting that the SGA is not taken 
seriously on campus and that we don ' t 
have any credibility to lose. 

This stems from this years 
executive, who have been less than 
stimulating, thus maintaining the 
boring status quo.

I 
can argue all the technical and legal 
infractions that Ted and Mark al- 
lowed to occur using their so called 
"Responsible Ideals" but there is not 
enough space to do so.

ples such as going outside our consti- 
tution to extract only that informa- 
tion which would strengthen their 
cause is a great example especially 
when it states in our Constitution that 
the only external source for guidance 
is Robert's Rules not the Canadian 
Election Act.

Under a program funded by the Department of the 
Secretary of State of Canada, the Ministry of Education 
and Training in conjunction with the Council of Ministers 
of Education, Canada, invites students to apply for the 
position of second-language monitors (French or English) 
for the academic year 1 993-94.

They may also receive a settling-in allowance of a mini- 
mum of $300 and a maximum of $1 ,1 1 for commuting 
expenses within the host province.

You have all seen ihis man at 
one point in your Laurentian Univer- 
sity careers.

Science and Engi- 
neering Students 
Need Not Fear

Students in Geology and Earth Sci- 
ence programs need not fear the loss of the 
courses they need to graduate, despite the 
difficult financial circumstances described by 
your reporter last week. 

I understand and appreciate the con- 
cem shown by students taking courses in the 
Geology Department They have been attracted 
to Laurentian by the quality of our programs 
and everything will be done lo make sure that 
they are as pleased with their experience as 
twenty five years of their predecessors have 
been. At the same time, it would be dishonest 
to pretend that universities are immune to the 
financial pressures being felt by othei bodies 
from corporations to School Boards. 

I can speak only for the Faculty of 
Science and Engineering and can agree that 
ways of doing things will have to adapt to the 
pressure of the situation. Science and Engi- 
neering programs, which depend on such things 
as supplies of chemicals and property main- 
uined laboratory and computer equipment, 
are often more vulnerable lo cuts in day to day 
operating budgets than programs which donot 
have such needs. Nevertheless, the burden of 
budget cuts will be felt by all parts of the 
University. 

As your reporter and others have cor- 
rectly noted, there are special opportunities for 
earth science programs at Laurentian because 
of the presence of the Ontario Geological 
Survey on campus. Those benefits are cur- 
rently the focus of my attention and they 
spread well beyond the Geology Department 
and even the Faculty of Science and Engineer- 
ing. I foresee bidogists, engineers, geogra- 
phers and economists benefiting from our new 
campus colleagues. Vision, planning and care- 
ful management will be needed to develop 
those opportunities as well as to overcome our 
present difficulties. If I doubled Laurentian 
had those attributes, then I would not have 
made the personal decision to come here from 
Australia last summer. I bcheve our students, 
for whom the University exisu, can have simi- 
lar confidence. 
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Rape Rumours Resolved? 



Rape: the crime of 
having sexual intercourse 
with a woman or girl forcibly 
or without her consent. - 
Webster's. 

Sexual assault: an 
unwanted act of sexual 
nature. - Siobhan Kari, Exter- 
nal Affairs Minister - SGA. 

An open seminar was 
held at the Great Hall Thurs- 
day March 11th to examine 
facts and statistics concerning 
campus rape and to dispel 
rumours arising from the lack 
of information about a recent 
rape which occurred near the 
Laurentian University cam- 
pus. 

Alex McCauley, in- 
spector with the Criminal 
Investigations Division for 
Sudbury Regional Police 
stressed that "sexual assault 
is a priority and we've come 
along way, yet we still have a 



long way to go in the preven- 
tion of sexual assault." He 
reported that since 1990 there 
have been 584 cases of these 
assaults in the Sudbury 
region, 8 of which have 
occurred on or near the 
Laurentian University cam- 
pus. Two of those cases 
would be considered rape by 
definition. 

McCauley then apolo- 
gized for failing to release 
information regarding the 
recent rape incidents that 
occurred on or near the 
campus. He explained that 
"[the investigators] do not 
have a problem in releasing 
information... as long as it is 
not detrimental to the 
victim.. .or the investigation." 
The Inspector expressed his 
regret for the limited disclo- 
sure and said that, with 
hindsight, he realizes it was

an oversight on the part of the 
police force. 

Norma McRae-Ward, 
Harassment Officer for Lau- 
rentian University, disclosed 
that LU has received two 
grants from the Ministry of 
Education. The first, in the 
amount of $17,600, is ear- 
marked to address women's 
safety initiatives. This would 
include a replacement unit for 
one of the emergency phones, 
an expanded walk-home 
service, and education on the 
subject of sexual assault. 

One example of such 
education is the play "Single 
and Sexy", written at the 
University of Waterloo and 
customized for Laurentian. It 
examines sexual attitudes and 
the role that alcohol and drugs 
can play in sexual assault or 
date and acquaintance rapes. 

The second grant, for 



$4,440, is a fund for the 
implementation of a govern- 
ment initiative to combat 
date and acquaintance rapes. 
As Kari reminded the audi- 
ence: 

"68.5 - 83% of sexual 
assaults were committed by 
men known to the victim." 

The funds have been 
allocated towards the intro- 
duction of educational mate- 
rials made available by 
Richard Allen's special 
project team, in the form of 
leaflets, brochures, and 
videos. 

The lighting on the 
University campus to be 
major concern for students, 
staff and panel members. In 
particular, the lack of light- 
ing on the path from 
Huntington to the Teacher's 
College raised concerns. 
Kari provided an explanation 
for the University's reluc- 



tance to light this path. Ap- 
parently, University officials 
do not regard it as an "official 
pathway", allowing them to 
deny all responsibility for any 
act or crime committed on 
the path. 

Despite the attempt to 
Norma McCrae-Ward and 
Siobhan Kari to draw atten- 
tion to the far more frequent 
phenomenon of date and 
acquaintance rape, the focus 
remained on the fear of the 
"stranger in the bush", par- 
ticularly with regards to the 
concerns of students, Ed 
Leclerc, Director of Physical 
Plant, and Inspector 
McCauley. However, the 
seminar provided valuable 
insight into the reality behind 
the rumours, the reason for 
the withholding of informa- 
tion, and an important oppor- 
tunity for a discussion of 
campus security concerns.

I always say a good song is one which beckons you on the first beat, 
makes you follow on the second, and then makes you beg for more after the 
third..

The Month of Fasting 



Ramadhan is ihe month of 
fasting in Islam. Fasting is one of the 
five pillars of Islam . In order they are 
Kalima (faith); Salath (prayer); Swam 
(fasting); Zakath (poor due); and Haj 
(pilgrimage to Mecca). This is the 
month in which the Holy Koran de- 
scended to earth, hence the holy 
month. 

As a command of Allah fast- 
ing is compulsory for any healthy 
adult Muslim. Currently Ramadhan 
started on Feb. 22 with the sighting of 
the new moon. Because the lunar 
calendar is followed in Islam the fast- 
ing changes days every year (the lu- 
nar calendar is 1 1 days shorter than 
the solar calendar). In the last week of 
Ramadhan, Muslims pay Zakath, the 
poor due. They calculate 2.5 per cent 
of their legal earnings, accumulated 
wealth, jewelry, assets, ect.. and it is 
distributed among the poor and needy 
community. 

In this month, one night oc- 



curs where a prayer is equal to the 
prayer of one thousand months. The 
day falls in the odd day s of the last ten 
days of Ramadhan, these days are 
generally spent in prayers, medita- 
tion, and in seclusion. 

In breaking fast, Muslims in- 
vite one another and gather as a small 
get-together in one's place of choice 
or in Masjid (Prayer Hall of Mus- 
lims). They say a small prayer and 
break the fast Generally people break 
the fast with their family members, 
not only elders, but also children of 
about 7 years of age and up observe 
fasting! 

Islam bridges across the race, 
colour, nationality, languages and the 
like. It preaches unity, equality, and 
universal brotherhood. As the reli- 
gious practices are closely linked to 
the day-to-day life, apart from being 
a religion, Islam is a way of life.

Public Hearings on 

North American Free Trade 

The Ontario Cabinet Committee on North American Free Trade will hold public 
hearings in Sudbury, Thursday March 18. The hearings are scheduled for the President Hotel 
(Conference Room A), 1 17 Elm Street. 

Hearings will take place from 1 1 a.m. to 1 p.m. and from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

More than a dozen individuals and groups are expected to make presentations to the 
Committee, including representatives from business, labour, environmental, women's and 
minority groups. 

The six-member committee, chaired by Agriculture and Food Minister Elmer Buchanan, 
will visit 12 communities across Ontario. A final report and recommendations will be 
presented to Cabinet by the end of April. 

The Cabinet Committee on North American Free Trade was set up by the Ontario 
Government to provide a public forum for debate on the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. To date after three days of hearings, more than 40 groups and individuals have 
made presentations to committee members.

It's Exam Time Again, 

Are You Ready?

1) An expectation that the test is a challenge that you can face with confidence because you have 
prepared properly. 

2) Viewing a test or exam as an opportunity to demonstrate your knowledge and competence. 

3) Viewing tests as an opportunity for self-assessment, ie. as a learning tool. 
On the other hand, a negative attitude includes: • 

1) Fear of being tested because you know that you are not prepared. 

2) Indifference to testing and studying in general. Indifference is often a defence mechanism 
employed by us to reduce our anxiety, 

3) The tendency to find fault with your instructors, with course material, or with test questions, 
etc. Fault finding with others is another defensive maneuver to avoid finding one's shortcomings. 

As you can see, the best attitude to develop is a positive one. Once this is accomplished, 
the next step is to prepare yourself for the exams, and that is reviewing. Stay tuned for the next 
edition and we will talk about how and what you can do to prepare yourself efficiently,
